WHO MAKES SCHOOL LEVY. 


Last 
Thursday 
night 
the school 
board reported to the city council the 
tax levy made by the school board for 
the tuition and special school funds. 
Toe council took the liberty of cutting 
the tuition levy from 25 cents to 22 
cent* and the 
special 
school 
fund 
from 33 to 33 cents on each $100 of 
taxable property. 
The question was 
raised in the council meeting -as to the 
authority of the council to interfeta 
wi h thislevy andjthe questioLjbas bein 
discussed more o r 
less 
since in a 
f iendly spirit. 
Some contend that the 
school board makes the levy independ­ 
ently of the council while others argue 
tha* the council levies this tax. 
It seems to us that the law makes it 
p;ain that the school board makes the 
levy 
and 
certifies the same to the 
county auditor who puts it on the tax 
duolicate. 
The city council has no 
authority over this levy at all that we 
va i discover in the law and the supreme 
court has construed the law holding 
that this authority rests entirely with 
th*.* school board. 
Reporting the levy 
to the comm m council is only a matter 
or courtesy and not for the council to 
fact upon at all. 
If Abe levy pla?ed at 22 cents for 
tuition and 33 rents for special will
